and between 99 and 100 streets east 


and west. 

For more than 40 years this 
area hap been undeveloped, 
During the past 15 years it has 

been specifically earmarked by 
succeeding city councils as a civic 
centre, 

Owing to the very large outlay 


of money necessary for such a 
development, no civic adminis- 
tration has seen fit to proceed 
with a city-financed project. 

No private group has ever pre- 
jsented an integrated plan for de- 
\velopment of the, area, 

A large part of the area is dotted 
by dilapidated and unsightly build- 
ings.

Revenues from Alberta’s

The information is contained in| 
Public Accounts, the official re- 
port of Alberta’s revenue and ex- 
penditure, issued today by provin-| 
cial auditor C. K. Huckvale, CA. | 

The report shows Alberta's fi-} 
nancial position is more favorable 
than it has ever been. 

An over-all surplus on income 
and capital accounts of $29,838,135 
is reported, an increase of $22, | 
309,831 over the surplus reported | 
a year earlier. | 

During the year, the province 

collected $99,553,102 in income rev- 
enue, $31,210,498 more than the 
amount of revenue estimated by 
Premier E. C. Manning, provincial 
treasurer in his budget speech be- 
fore the legislature in 1949. 


BIG SPENDING 

Funds paid from income account 
amounted to $53,009,207, only $240,- 

814 less than was estimated at the} 
beginning of the fiscal year, 

In addition, $18,639,435 was 
spent from capital account, 

against $1,933,676 collected as rev- 
enue from capital account 
sources, 

With this net capital expenditure 
ot $16,705,758 deducted from the 
$46,543,894 which was the difference 
between income revenues and in- 
come spending, the province show- 
ed a clear over-all surplus of nearly 
$30 million dollars, 

MOST PROFITABLE 

Activities of the mines and min- 
erals department were the mos' 
profitable for the government, 

This department wielded income 
revenues amounting to $34,988,154 


of which $32,370,496 came from th¢ 
sale of oll land leases, rentals and 
fees on oll land, and royalties on 
wells in production on crown lands.

Chamber of Commerce on the Miracle 
Mile agreement, President Andrew Stewart 
of the University of Alberta declared that 
the project should be judged on the an- 
swers to three basic questions; 

“1, Is the use to which the property 
will be put, under the proposal, the best 
use to which the property could be put 
having in view the general and long-range 
interests of the people of Edmonton? 

“2. If, and assuming that, the develop 
ment of the property to its best use must 
depend upon private investment, are the 
terms of the proposal adequate, but no 
more than adequate, to induce the neces- 
sary investment? 

“3, Are there other means by which 
similar facilities could be secured at less 
real cost.” 

President Stewart, one of Canada’s 
best known and highly-respected econo- 
mists who has recently been entrusted 
with the leadership of the provincial uni- 
versity, declared in his report; 

“Tf the answers to 1 and 2 are in the 
affirmative, the proposal should be adopt- 
ed, unless a clear-cut affirmative answer 
ean be given to 3.” 

Dealing with the first question, Presi- 
dent Stewart and the Chamber of Com- 
merce came to an emphatic affirmative 
answer, 

“We can agree,” said their report, “that 
the present use is far from that which 
would contribute most to the convenience 
and welfare of the people of Edmonton.” 

In the first place, parking facilities are 
desperately required in the downtown area 
for every merchant who hopes to do busi- 
ness in this district. The Miracle Mile will 
provide those facilities. 


Not Too Strong for Americans

“It is difficult to avoid the conclusion 
that the proposed use is the best use, in the 
physical sense, of the centre area.” 

Even the Journal newspaper, bitterly 
opposed to the project, appears to endorse 
this view, pointing out in a recent editorial; 

“The Journal is not opposed to the 
‘Detwiler project’ as a physical develop- 
ment.” 

All this adds up to the plain fact that 
the unanimous answer to President Stew- 
art’s first basic question about the use of 
the property for the Miracle Mile is an 
overwhelming “Yes”. , 

Thus, of the two test questions set to 
establish the project’s desirability, the first 
has almost complete approval. 

Nobody can think of a better use to 
which this downtown area can be put. And 
that constitutes the first strong reason 
why the burgesses of Edmonton should 
approve the agreement on November 1. 

President Stewart’s second basic ques- 
tion, dealing with the terms of the agree- 
ment, will be discussed in this column 
shortly,

latély that the Russian leaders 
are making peace feélers to the 
United States. President Truman's 
San Francisco speech gave the 
American reply. 
_ If there is to be peace, sdys the 
U.S. President, it must be based 
or Russian actions which make 
peace possible and not just more 
double talk. 

The spectaculat American vic- 
tory in Korea contributes to world 
peace in many ways. 

I say “American” and not UN 
victory, for from beginning to 
end it has been a 95 per cent Am 
erican enterprise. 

It was American policy which 
launched the intervention against 
the North Korean aggression. It 
was, till the crucial point, Ameri- 
can strength which bore the brunt 
of the battle. 

It will be American world 
policy which reaps the rewards of 
that victory. 


Great Korea 
Effect Seen 


If it was true (which I never 
believed) that the world Com- 
munist movement was just waite 
ing ‘for the right moment to 
Jaunch an outright worid war like 
those of the Kaiser and Hitler, 
then the shattering defeat suf- 
fered by the aggressors in Korea 
could have a profoun-d peace 
making effect. 

True, the relatively small war 
in Korea is not a good indicator 
of what would likely happen in a 
war openly made by Russia. The 
North Korean aggressors fought 
without air or sea support. 

The Russian submarine fleet is 
the most formidable ever built. 
The Russian land army outnum- 
bers those of the Western powers 
by at least ten to one. Especially 
in tanks, it is far more powerful 
than anything else in the world, 

But once again sea power has 
demonstrated its advantages over 
Jand power. A land power which 
launches a surprise attack against 
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’ 


any part of the domain protected 
b the dominant sea power :'ways 
has a great initial advantage. 


Sea Power 
Final Test 

But as was clearly shown in the 
many wars between France and 
England, and later in tho world 
wars, the long-range advantage 
rests with the sea power. 

Sea power can and does enable 
the defending power to “saw off 
the limb” behind the aggressor. 
What h.,,.ned in Korea had 
probebly never before happened 
with quite such spectacular re- 
eults, But it had happened many 
«mes before. . 

Stalin and Co. eannot be so 
dumb as not to see that it could 
happen again on & large scale 
in a war between the two giants— 
Russia and America. 

For in such a war, brought on, 
as in Korea, by direct Communist 
aggression America would have 
the moral backing and the physie 
cal support of most of the wuld. 


Chief Danger

The great danger to the West. 
ern powers in their world strug- 
gle against Communism expan 
sion is that they will continue to 
eupport undemocratic colonial re- 
gimes.

It is to be followed shortly by 
the self-liquidation, under pres- 
eure, of the two remaining none 
Communist parties, the Christian

This development, which may 
be expected any time now, will 
Jeave the Communist SED or 
Socialist Unity Party, in full con- 
trol of East German affairs. 

It matters little whether or not 
the “National Front” camouflage 
is kept up for a while or drop- 
ped. From now on, Eastern Gere 
many cannot be regarded as any- 
thing but a full<dress Communist 
dictatorship, 


Also Purge 
Inside Party 


Alongside of the preordained 
liquidation of the multiple party 
system goes a ruthless purge of 
the Communist Party itself. The 
forthcoming trial of the ten for- 
merly high-ranking party officials 
(Paul Merker and company) 
marks only the beginning of what 
promises to become one of the 
most far-reaching and spectacu- 
lar purges ever staged in the 
Soviet orbit, 

It is reliably reported from 
Eastern Germany that more than 
forty other SED leaders, includ- 
ing the chief executives of the 
states of Saxony, Thuringia and 
Brandenburg are currently under 
investigation by &@ Moscow-train- 
ed team of party inquisitors.

When and if such difficulties can 
be corrected the chances of con- 
ception taking place may be 
Greatly improved, 

The failure to bear children ua- 
ed to be always blamed on the 
woman. This is often not correct 


because a high percentage of 
sterile matings are due to the 
infertility of the male partner, 
Males Must 
Be Included 

Since men are responsible for 


childless marriages early as of 
ten as women, an investigation of 
the possible causes of sterility 
tmust include thorough examin- 
ation of the male partner 

Tests are available which can 


determine with great accuracy 
whether the barren marriage is 
due to male infertility, The man 
must cooperate, however. 

There are meny possible causes 
for the sterility of women whose 
complicated reproductive appa- 
ratus can develop detects which 
interfere with childbearing. One 
of the most common causes of 
barreness in women ig closure of 
the oviducts, or fallopian tubes, 
which carry the egg from the 
ovary to the womb, li these pas- 
sageways are closed, conception 
is, of course, impossvole. 


However, a teat called the Ru- 


bin test, which involves forcing 
gas thrgugh the tubes, has been 
devised. This test will prove 


whether the oviducts are open or 
closed, M they are not open, cou- 


ception is impossible no matter
